“breathing spell.” 

In an exchange of letters with Roy 
W. Howard, publishers of the Scripps- 
Howard newspapers, the President 
noted the publisher's statements that 
“many businessmen who once gave 
you sincere support are now, not 
merely hostile, they are frightened.” 

“This administration,” replied the 
President in a lengthy letter, “came 
into power pledged to a very consid- 
erable legislative program. This basic 
program, however, has now reached 
substantial completion and the ‘breath- 
ing spell’ of which you speak is here 
—very decidedly so. 

“I take it that we are al] not mere- 
ly seeking but getting the recovery of 
not merely the confidence 
of a small group, but that basie con- 
fidence on the part of the mass of our 
population, in the soundness of our 
economic life and in our honesty and 
justice of the purposes of its economic 
rules and methods.” 

In Good Spirits. 

In unusual good spirits at his regu- 
lar press conference at home today, 
Mr. Roosevelt told newspapermen that 
he had about concluded work on the 
legislation of the last session of con- 


gress and indicated he was looking 
forward to the “breathing spell” pre- 


Smiling away further inquiry about 
the fears of businessmen he left an 
impression he would be occupied per- 
haps for a while in quieting some 
nerves. 

“It is a source of great satisfac 
tion,” he wrote to Mr. Howard, “that 
at this moment conditions are such 
as to offer further substantial and 
widespread recovery. Unemployment 
is still with us but it is steadily di- 
minishing and our efforts to meet its 
problems are unflagging.” 

Mr. Howard in his letter of August 
26 put aside hostility “from financial 
racketeers, public exploiters, and the

“Bodies which we found today were 
so badly decomposed some of them 
are being dismembered in the attempt | 
to handle them. ‘They are not recog- | 
nizable in any extent. except a few 
who might be identified by finger- 
prints. Some could not even be identi- 
fied by fingerprints. 

“The public should not be shocked 
if the hodies are cremated. Crema- 
tion is the cleanest and most sensible 
and sanitary way to handle the dead.” 

At the same time, a suggestion that

ed over as a precaution against pesti- 
lence was made by Lieutenant J. EH. 
Fairbanks, director of coast guard res- 
cue operations.

Miami-Key West Lme Dams 
aged by Storm, Bat Re- 
pair Expected. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., Sept. 6.— 
()—Twisting storm winds and raging 
waters ripped out great gaps of trestle 
and rails of the overseas railroad from 
Miami to Key West, but Florida East 
Coast line officials said here today 
they had not considered abandoning 
the road, 

Without it, the city of Key West, 
southernmost point in the United 
States, would be isolated. World War 
veterans were working on an overseas 
highway to parallel the railroad over 
the keys, but long sections of that, 
too, were destroyed. 

Officials of the railroad said they 
had not learned the extent of the dam- 
age. It was estimated here, however, 
that at least 35 miles of the trackage, 
including long sections of trestling, 
would have to be rebuilt. 

The great damage had given rise to 
'some speculation that the Florida 
_East Coast would decide to abandon 

the Key West line. 

Construction of the road across the 
islands required seven years and nine 
months and cost $50,000,000. Henry 
M. Flagler. who built it as a part of 
his extensive developments in Florida, 
was in his eighty-second year when he 
rode January 22, 1912. on the first 
train ever to run into Key West.

NEWS BEHIND THENEWS 


BY PAUL MALA.ON. 
BREATHING SPELL WASHINGTON, Sept. 


6.—President Roose- 

velt’s assurance that business will now be 
permitted a breathing spell was not conceived as casually as it appeared 
to be. Weeks before congress quit, the President decided it was po- 
litically advisable to fill the void of explanations about his maneuvers. 
From several applicants for personal interviews and statements along 
this line, Mr. Roosevelt chose to respond to the letter written to him 
by a publisher who has supported his New Deal through thin and 
thinner. 

The “breathing spell’? assurance is substantially the same as given 
privately by the President to departing congressional leaders. They did 
not doubt the President hoped to afford it, that he was planning no im- 
portant legislation for the January session of congress, prior to elec- 
tions. At the same time, they made no secret of their private impres- 
sion that the duration of the proposed breathing spell is problematical. 

What they had in the back of their minds is this: 

Supreme court decisions this fall may make new reform legislation 
imperative from a New Deal viewpoint; the tax bill is obviously only an 
initial step in the program outlined in Mr. Roosevelt’s tax message to 
congress; the monetary situation must be settled eventually.

Club talking with Al Doonan and others and suddenly discov- 
ered he had three minutes to catch the train. He didn’t catch 
it. And rode one the next morning. The train he missed 
wrecked.

Robert EF. lee Dodd. the football general who was.to Dixie 
football what Robert E. Lee was to Dixie troops, was out there 
yesterday throwing the football. 

And we fell to talking about one of the most amaz- 
ing plays southern football ever saw, Dodd’s 77-yard 
pass to Buddy Hackman to beat Vanderbilt in 1930. 

The play was an accident. “I was back in punt formation,” 
said Dodd, ‘‘and was supposed to fake a kick and run to the 
lett.

A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

Greeks of olden times told a story 
about nine young and beautiful god- 
desses. They were known Aas the 
Muses. and were supposed to watch 
over singing, dancing and _ poetry. 
During feasts of the gods of Olympus, 
they joined in a chorus and sang 
songs. 

Our word “music” came from the 
name which the Greeks gave to those 
goddesses. We use it to speak of 
the sound coming from many kinds 
of instruments, as well as for song. 

Most modern instruments were nof 
known to the ancient Greeks. 
had harps of a sort, but did not have 
anvthing like the present-day piano. 

The modern piano contains hun- 
dreds of parts—keys, hammers, strings 
and so on. It grew from the work of 
many men. An Italian by the name 
of Christofori is given credit for in- 
venting the name “pianoforte,” and 
for making changes which led to what 
we have today. He did his work more 
than two centuries ago. 

Most great masters of music have 
lived since the time of Cristofori; and 
most. but not all. of them have com- 
posed pieces for the piano. 

Many nations have given the world

masters of music. These nations in- 
elude Germany, Austria, Poland, Italy 
and Russia. Sweden gave us Jenny 
Lind. one of the sweetest singers of 
all history.

673 Frenchmen Ready 
For Devil’s Island Trip 


SAINT-MARTIN-DE-RE., France, 
Sept. 6.—(®)—A miserable com- 
pany of gray-clad convicts ate their 
last supper in the homeland to- 
night, for tomorrow they sail for 
the dreaded Guiana prisons, ‘Dev- 
il’s island.” 

The steamer Martiniere is ready 
to leave with her human cargo of 
673 criminals banished from France. 
For many of them it will be a one- 
way trip, with their only hope of 
freedom an escape to the Venezue- 
lan mainland, 

Passengers for the Martiniere 
have been arriving at this island 
concentration camp for two weeks, 
in railway cars and trucks fitted 
with iron-barred cells. On the ship, 
they will occupy cages, like those 
provided for circus animals. For 
14 days they will sit om wooden 
benches and sleep in canvas ham- 
mocks with but a few minutes each 
day on deck. 

It will be years before any pris- 
oner again sets foot in France. 
Each must not only serve his term 
at hard.labor, but also an equal 
number of years in exile, during 
which he is confined to the penal 
island. Those sentenced to terms of 
more than eight years must stay 
for life.
